George M. Rice, farm labor man­ 
ager for Adams County, is prepar­ 
ing to place on farms in this county 
a large number of boys who will this 
week complete their course of train­ 
ing at Pennsylvania State College. 
They compose a section of the United 
States Boys' Working Reserve and 
are expected to do much to relieve 
the labor shortage. 
Mr. Rice will receive applications 
for the workers but they should be 
***nt in very promptly as the demand 
throughout the state is great. 
The 
boys will go to work Monday. 
The minimum wages for the first 
week, in addition to boarding and 
lodging, will be $2.00; after the se­ 
cond week, if the boy is satisfactory, 
it will be $4.00 a week. 
As an indication of the training 
which the boys are receiving for their 
summer work Mr. Rice calls atten­ 
tion to the fact that the college farms, 
consisting of over one thousand acres, 
with the rplendid equipment of live 
stock and farm machinery, have been 
made available in teaching practical 
farm work to boys. In addition to the 
agricultural staff. "the boys receive 
instruction from regular army officers 
stationed at the college. The physical 
development of the boys is taken care 
of by physical instructors. 
The practical work of the farm 
involves individual work by each boy 
in the care and handling of horses, 
such as 
harnessing, 
hitching, 
and 
driving od teams in various kinds of 
farm work ami different kinds of farm 
implements and machines. 
In 
the 
dairy barns an opportunity is given to 
secure experience in feeding and milk­ 
ing cows, 
mixing feeds, 
cleaning 
stables, and handling silage. The use 
of the hoe and other ?uch implements 
must be thoroughly mastered by each 
boy in the garden and truck patches. 
In addition to this, some time is spent 
in preparing seed beds, the trans­ 
planting of plants, and in making and 
applying spraying materials. 
Each 
fellow learns bow to rake, shock, 
pitch, load and mow away hay. 
Con­ 
siderable attention is 
given 
to the 
operation 
of 
the 
common 
farm 
implements, 
including 
gas 
engines 
and tractors. 
The boys rise at 5:30 a. rn., and 
the periods from 7:30 a. rn. to 12 noon, 
and from 1:00 p. rn. to 6:00 p. rn. are 
used bv the boys in practical work 
rather than in receiving theoretical 
and class room instructions. 
During 
all this time the boys are in the barns 
and out on the fields of the farm. 
A brief portion of the time from 7 
to 9 o’clock each evening is spent by 
the boys in each group with the man 
in charge of the group in reviewing 
what they have done through the day. 
The remainder of the 
evening 
is 
given over to athletics, lectures and 
entertainments. 
By the time they have spent two 
weeks in this type of 
work 
under 
farm conditions, they are accustomed 
to the early rising and the work al­ 
ways prevailing on the farm. 
One of 
the most important results of this 
training will be that it will put the 
boys in splendid physical condition 
for steady out-door employment on 
the farm. 
The two weeks’ training 
will serve 
as a physical hardening 
period.
